Accordingly, it is found that the constitutions according to Claims 1 
and 6 of the subject application could have been easily arrived at by a person 
skilled in the art based on known techniques and items suggested Cited 
Literature 1 and 2.

Remarks: 

Cited Literature 1 describes having a means whereby information 
relating to display information is transmitted in accordance with the request 
from a portable terminal, and the aforesaid information relating to display 
information is given a desired display format such as listed information (see 
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Cited Literature 3), and using reservation acceptance information as the 
aforesaid information relating to display information (see Cited Literature 4) 
is merely a matter that could be designed appropriately by persons skilled in 
the art. 

Accordingly, it is found that the constitutions according to Claims 2 
through 5 of the subject application could have been easily made by person 
skilled in the art based on known techniques and items suggested Cited 
Literature 1 through 4.
